Protein is more 
easily obtainable than the mineral ele¬ 
ments where an exclusive grain diet is 
practiced. It is a deficiency of mineral 
matter that causes some young animals 
to make slow growth. One of the ad¬ 
vantages of limestone soils is that ani¬ 
mals fed on the products of such soils 
are-largely benefited, and tho ydung - 
stock thrives.

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Haying Implements That Save the Bnell 
Loaders ancl IJnloaclers. 

Many hay loaders have been built 
. all to perform the labor of lifting th 
hay .from the ground upon tho load h’ 
machinery. Some take the hay direct 
ly from the swath; others take it iron 
the windrow and deliver it upon th 
hind end of the load. The devices foi 
unloading are more numerous than th. 
loaders. There are forks almost with 
out number, harpoon, double harpoon 
grapnelland double grapnell, etc., be 
sides all the different -makes of slings 
They-all work well, bnt-with every om 
of_ them the operator has as much to d< 
with its success as the implement. Tin 
slings are well liked. Perhaps this i: 
because the same implement may b( 
used in handling grain in bundles ant 
also in handling the com when we wisl 
to get it from the field to the cutter ii 
filling onr silos. The slings may be nsec 
also with the loader by having the racl 
made with upright pieces at the bine 
end to which to fasten the slings. Whei 
slings are used, it dees not pay to try t< 
make each draft too large. It is betta 
to make the load into four than onl 3 
three drafts. It may take a momen 
longer to pnt on the extra sling, but i> 
will take less time when unloading, as 
the team can handle the smaller loads 
so ranch more easily. 

The following description is given bj 
Rnral New Yorker of an arrangement 
in a bam which has given satisfaction 
The farmer has placed in the rocf of his 
bam over tho drive floor four sfcrcni 
pnlleys firmly attached to the rafters'! 
In each comer of his hayrack he has 
made fast a strong ring. By one pnrlir 
plate he has pnt np a heavy shaft, in 
the middle of which is a dram the diam 
eter of which is six times that of the 
shaft. To the shsift in four places are 
made fast four ropes, one of which runs 
over each pnlley aud down to the propel 
•height to attach to its comer of the rack, j 
for which purpose it has a strong hook. 
Over the drum is wound a rope which 
comes down to the floor and runs nndei 
a pnlley and to which the team is at¬ 
tached for elevating the load. He chives 
the load upon the floor, and while the ! 
driver removes the team and hitches te 
the. dram rope he hooks a rope to the 
ring in each comer of tho rack. When 
all is ready, the team, having a purchase 
of six to one, easily elevates rack, load 
and all to tho height of the mow, and 
with a proper system of ratchet and 
dogs it is held there and easily rolled 
off into the mow. When this is done. by. 
a slight pull on the dram rope the clogs 
are released, aud by a brake applied tc 
the drum tho rack is lowered to its place 
on the wagon, tho team replaced, and 
all is ready for another load. 

Attention is also called to the cars, 
wMch are so made that when tho sling 
or fork is raised to the proper height to 
pass over the mow the car can he releas¬ 
ed and the load held at that height, 
wMle the car will ran hack over tht 
mow wherever desired. As the dumping 
is done by the persons on the mr-w, the 
load, by swinging, may be made to 
reach any part of the mow. Of course 
not every bam is so made that this cau 
bo done. There is a “big beam” in the 
way, but no one now building a bam 
should fail to provide for this way of 
unloading.

To Kill the Calibago Worm. 

Paris green may bo applied until the 
plants begin to bead. Apply the poison 
either by diluting it with four or five 
parts of flour and dusting it on -thor¬ 
oughly when the dew is on, or spray the 
plants with.one pound of paris green to 
150 gallons of water, adding two pounds 
of .freshly slaked lime. If the worms 
are checked in this way when the plants 
are young, there will not often be any 
occasion to fight them in the headed 
plants. Some scrapie against thekiso of 
this poison on cabbages, but there can 
be no danger before heading begins, 
says a writer in The Rnral New Yorker. 
Hot water, pyrethrnm powder or kero¬ 
sene emulsion can be effectually used 
to kill the worms on the headed plants.
